With reference to Mr. Beirut > *'s memor.* *1 m dated January 18, 
1954, which reports comments made by Ro y C ohn to White and > »nveys the im¬ 
plications that Cohn is getting information which he is not entitled to from the 
Bureau, since so far as I know, I am the only person who has contact with Cohn, 

I might perhaps be a little sensitive. To i<;gin with, I have never discussed 

I White with Cohn except on one occasion which I will enumerate la*er. I frankly 
did not know that Mr. White was reporting things to Mr * lmont, although I 
have seen memoranda referring to White and I knew that White was in the security 
set-up of the General Electric Corporation (GE). I certainly hope that Mr. 

Belmont is not laboring under any false assumption that I am engaged in the 
practice of furnishing the identity of our 'nforma+ion from confidential sources 
ffa Cohn, as I am not. The Director and /ou e been informed i the essence 
of my contacts with Cohn. 

Cohn did call me on Thursday, January 14» e-id he did tell me 
they were holding hearings in Boston on Friday and Saturday; that they were 
going to call ProfessorsWendell H. Furr and Leon J. Kaminat.»! nvelve GE 
employees. Since Mr. Belmont had asked me earlier in the week when the 
McCarthy Committee was going to Boston, I very promptly told him of Cohn's 
call. Cohn also told me that he had sees White and since White reports every¬ 
thing to Mr. Belmont promptly, he warned me to know about the hearings. I 
merely observed with reference to Cohr s comment on White's reporting to 
Belmont, "Is that right." 

I have never been under any allusions about Cohn's propensity^/^jM 
of talking. Certainly his comments about the Director's sending him ties fo' 
Christmas is absolutely uncalled for, and I W’ish there were s*-me way we co\ V 
hop him on this without divulging the so rce of our information, obviously, we\ « 

can't. I hayp fried to be circumspect ii my dealings with Cohn and;at the same I 

time not precipitate any blow-up because Cohn is temperamental. He lias com- V 
plained to me in the p4jfyt sybout getting t-e freeze in the New York of fit e and so N 
forth. I have always chided him that h< is imagining these things because 
whether we like it or hot, I think w r e have got to get along with him as long as 
he is in his present role.

However three years experience and speed of 60 words per minute is 
needed," and futther "the same setup is offering the unusual grade GS-5 
starting salary for stenographers if they can take 100 words per minute 
and type 60 words. These start at $3410 and do not require status,"

! Hilda Morrison } we learned that the aoeno?; in question is JJJA, She 
did not have any further information except that their investigation 
is taking ninety days and CIA will take no one without a release, 

I am bringing this matter to your attention because there is 
no clerk-typist position in the Bureau as high as Grade GS-4 and we 
have no starting stenographer job as high asGrade GS-5, Obviously 
CIA is either assigning these people to jobs which are over-classified 
or else the titles of the jobs are not fully descriptive of the duties, 

RECOMMENDATION; That authority be given to have the agent handling 
liaison with CIA endeavor to obtain job descriptions or in lieu thereof 
detailed information concerning the duties and responsibilities of 
these two positions so we will be in a position to answer any inquiries 
which we might receive from any of our employees who might seek release 
fbo accept one of these positions.

*N V H.) Confirmed today that some 
•members of his committee’ have 
urged such an inquiry based on a 
series of “complaints” relating to 
the CIA's effectiveness and effi¬ 
ciency. . 

None of these complaints appar- 
- pntly involve charges of communist 
infiltration of the super-intelligence 
agency. # 

Sen. Bridges said the committee 
would discuss the possibility of such 
,an inquiry soon. He said the in- 
1 quiry, if one is conducted, - should 
not be called ail “investigation.” He 
made it plain any such probe* would 
l be behind ^closed doors,' 


If the committee goes ahead with 
the plan—which may bring strong 
objections from the Eisenhower Ad¬ 
ministration—it will mark the first 
time that Congress has demanded 
detailed information about the CIA 
operations. 

,Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy (R., 
Wis.) started an investigation* last 
year of a reported CIA project to 
utilize communists in some of its 
activities, but called ii off after 
Administration leaders strenuously 
objected. 

There is some difference of opinion 
now within the Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee, it was learned, on the neces¬ 
sity of a probe of the CIA. 

Some members say the committee 
should give no more “blank check” 
appropriations to CIA without first 
finding out whether there is any 
substance to the complaints about 
its’ effectiveness.

CIA the funds it wants without ask¬
